Two mysterious notes, scribbled in 
lead pencil and hard to read, were 
placed under the doorway during the 
night at I lie Clark home, and these 
notes lead to the discovery of

money, although the entire $107.00

stolon, was not contained in the can. 
Harvey Clark and his son Ralph, 
who were in jail a s suspects in the 
ens®, were released til is morning on 
their own recognizance, because the 
notes could not have been put there 
by tin* two prisoners. 
One of Ihe notes read, “That inoijey 
that was taken is in the log pile so 
look. It is in them. Will keen nm out 
of tmble and you to.” 
The other 
piece of paper contained the follow­ 
ing, “Read this is tile second paper 
that I have put in here.” 
Judging from the two notes, the 
writer evidently put a note under the 
door at some other time, and it w a s 
overlooked. The two notes were taken 
to G< purge W. Young, attorney for the 
two men held in jail and he went to 
the log pile and after a long search, 
a seven year old son of Mr.

Suspicions Aroused by Story Told 
Him by Salt Lake City Yeoman— 
Shot Through Heart.

San Francisco, Calif., Aug. ll.— 
Father Patrick 
Heslin, 
kidnapped 
priest, of Colma, California, has been 
f o n n d—murdered. 
Six men 
early today, 
dug his 
crumpled body from a rude grave in 
a tiny eave on the windswept cliffs 
of Balada beach, ,-ome 30 miles south 
of San Francisco. 
Not a man in tile party knew Fath­ 
er Heslin 
in life, but 
identification 
was certain because: The body was 
shrouded in a cassock of broadcloth. 
On it was a medal bearing tile like­ 
ness of C h r i s t on one -ide and on 
tile oilier the Blessed Virgin's image. 
Tn a little velvet ease was 
the 
sacred host Father Ile-lin had Liken 
from his home in Colma a week ago 
Thursday night for u-e in the last 
sacrament he had been called by his 
kidnappers to administer “to a dying 
f riend.'* 
Papers 
including a railway rate 
certificate, a garage bill, hills 
of 
lading for furniture and similar ar­ 
tic le s were also found. 
William Hightower, a mechanic, 
furnished the clew which led to the 
discovery and guided the searchers 
composed of himself, Chief of Police 
O'Brien, of Ran Francisco, Constable 
Landfill of Colma, and three n e w s ­ 
paper men to the grave. 
Hightower 
had found the grave first through a 
story told him bv a woman known as 
Dolly Mason of Bait Lake City, whose 
suspicions had been aroused by the 
disconnected statements of a drunk­ 
en foreigner who had called upon 
her. 
“Yen better be afraid of this gnu,'' 
the foreigner had told her. “It h a s 
killed a man.” 
“But he is not alone. Besides his 
grave sits a man also frying pan­ 
cakes.” 
Hightower found the grave within 
sight of a sign familiar in the west, 
picturing an old “desert rat” Hying 
pan cakes over a little fire. 
Hightower had found signs of a 
grave but investigated no further. He 
told a newspaper reporter and last 
night the searching party went out 
and unearthed the body of tile miss­ 
ing priest.

The state will contend that Ken­ 
nedy who was stronger willed than 
Burch attempted to extricate him­ 
self 
from tile web Mrs. Obenchain 
had woven about him, was shot 
by 
Burch during an altercation when he 
refused to listen to Burch’s plead­ 
ings that he marry Mrs. Obenchain. 
The story, a s reconstructed bv the 
state, furnishes one 
of the 
most 
amazing examples of selfless devo­ 
tion—Burch, alleged to lie madly in
